About the year 1867 five girls os 
the Missouri School for the Blind | 
had reeched the limit of their time | 
there and had no permanent home. | 
They talked about how nice it would | 
be if they could only establish them- 
selves in a permanent residence. 
Each gave what she could and the 
total sum, $1.90, was invested in/| 
material for fancy work with which 
they hoped to. start an income. 
James FE. Yeatman, for whom the 
High School is named, was their 
first treasurer. 

The authorities of the school for 
the blind were deeply interested and 
gave their aid. All proceeds from | 
work at the-school were given into 
the fund. Concerts were given, the 
first at the Centenary M. B. Church 
Sixteenth and Pine streets. Eyery 
means was used to increase the fund 
and in 1877 the first home was or- 

anized under the name of the Blind 
Girls’ Industrial Home and the five 
girls moved at last into a little 
house near Twelfth and Biddle 
streets.

The little family of blind girls grew 
and under the splendid manage- 
a of ‘the St. Louls Women's 
hristian Association became pros- 
perous. On Nov. 24, 1909, Mrs. Cul- 
ver, widow of the founder of the 
Wrought Iron Range Co., presented 
them with the beautiful institution 
on Page boulevard, which is their 
present home. The building cost ap- 
proximately $100,000, and in the 
days before building costs began to 
soar that was considered a large 
amount of money for construction 
work. 


Today there are 37 blind women 
in the home, which has individual 
rooms for 60. One of the original 
little family of five survives. She is 
Katie Burke, who says she is about 
80 years young. Each has a nicely 
'furnished room with all modern con- 
veniences, and there are two sun par- 
lors where they assemble with their 
fancy work, tatting, crocheting and 
knitting. The blind girls and women 
assist with the housework, and 
friends read to them in leisure mo- 
ments. 

In 1921, when the State Legisla- 
ture voted a pension of $25 a month 
to each dependent blind person in 
the State, the women at the Blind 
Girls’ Home were at first included, 
but later they ~were scratched from 
the list on the erroneous theory that 
the Blind Girls’ Home was an en- 
dowed institution. While receiving 
the pension, most of the inmates vol- 
untarily subscribed a part of their 
pension toward the upkeep of. the 
home, but otherg refused absolutely 
to contribute anything, which caused 
considerable friction.

The officers of the home are as 
follows: Mrs. L. L. Culver, honorary 
president; Mrs. A. C. Bermingham, 
president; Mra.

Guard the Child’s Eyes 


By DR. CHARLOTTE C. WEST.

children, and as the days grow 
shorfer the question of lighting be- 
comes a serious problem in some 
homes where groups are forced to 
study under artificial light. 

In order to conserve the health 
of the eyes, certain matters must 
be borne in mind when lighting 4 
room for serious work. 

As a result of painstaking experi- 
ments upon boys with normal] sight 
it was found that any light, from 
that of a powerful searchlight to 
that of a pale sickly yellow candie- 
light, may give rise to certain dis- 
turbances of the eye caused by 
“glare,” when the light is suddenly 
flashed from the dark surroundings. 
We have all experienced this sen- 
sation on coming from a dark room 
into the light. 

Now it was found that tie mo-- 
mentary effect so produced is kept 
up over long periods when the eyes 
are subjected continuously to a 
strong light while the surrounding 
light is weak. 


For instance if a child is pro- 
vided with a study-lamp, Or an elec- 
tric bulb, which throws a concen- 
trated spot of light on his work 
while the remainder of the room is 
dark, his eyes are continually sub- 
jected to the strain of a “glare.” 

Most of us are in the habit of 
concentrating the light upon the ob- 
ject we wish to see. Such concen- 
trated light causes not only great 
discomfort and eye strain but actual 
disease of the eye and, reflexly, of 
other parts of the body. 

Therefore, avoid the use of a 
concentrated stream of light in «4 
darkened room. Observe that this 
stream is scarcely noticed in the 
daylight, so at night light up the 
rooms and produce the effect of day- 
light; in other words, the principle 
upon which our rooms should be 
lighted is one of general soft, d@if- 
fused illumination instead of brilliant 
spotlights.
